Sir‘Goorge Fuller Of 
. New South Wales 


SYDNEY, July 22 (Reuter). — 
The death is announced of Sir 
George Fuller, former Premier 
of New South . Wales, 

George Warburton Fuller, — the 
eminent Australinn statesman, was 
born fn 1861, st Bunmore, New 
‘South Wales, and educated at Kiama 
Publle “School snd St. Andrew's 
College, Sydney University. He be- 
came -n barrister and algo entered 
politics, belng elected to the N.S.W. 
Parllament in 1889 ond ogain in 1891.

When, 
however, «tho Commonwealth was 
formed and its first Parliament met 
In March 1901, he wns one of the 
members for N.S.W., which state wi 
allotted 27 M.P.s out of the 75 ¢on- 
stituting the House of Representa- 
tives membershl being based on 
population? - : 

In 1903 when Josephs Chamberlain 
formed the | Tariff Commission in 
furtherance ‘of his Tarlf Reform 
campaign in England, Fuller repre- 
sented the Free Trade interests of 
N.S.W. on it. 

: _ Acting Promior 

Returned to the two following 
Federal Parliaments elected at inter- 
vals of three years, Fuller was made 
Minister for Monte Affairs in the 
Deukin Liberal Govt. of 1908. At the 
elections of 1910, hgwever, a Labour 
inajority was returned and Fuller ‘re- 
sumed active interest in state politles, 

From 1016 to 1920 he was Chief 
Secretary and Acting Premier of 
NSW. and in 1919 was - knighted 
(K.C.M.G.).. After a period as 
leader of the Opposition he was 
Premier from 1922 to°1925 when a 
Labour Government came Into office. 

With the return of the Liberals to 
pewer in 1027 he was uppointed 
Agent-Gencrat for the state in London 
—a post for which his wide know- 
ledye of Australian affairs and his 
xenlal disposition fitted him = ad- 
mirably,

Almost anything which is re- 
#arded as useful for the efficient 
prosecution of the war or in the 
interests of public safety and 
defence, can now be requisition- 
cd either by the Controller of 
Land Transport or by the Stores 


Controller, ‘ 

The order points out that once 
property has been requisitioned, the 
competent authority may hold or sell 
it as though he were the owner and 
as if the property were free from any 
mortgage, pledge or lien. 

Ships,’ Aircraft, Cars 

In the case where a vessel, aireraft 
or vehicle ts requisitioned sme 
controller may nequire this: property 
by serving: a notice stating that it 
has been requisitloned in pursuance 
of the order, ae 

Premises may also be tnken over, 
but payment shall be made for any 
property requisitioned. : 

The order takes a very important 
step towards the soclalisatlon of 
Hengkong's property on Nnes 
similar to that recently adopted in 
England. . ae

SYDNEY, July 22 (Reuter). 
The death is announced of Sir 
George Fuller, former Premier 
of New South Wales. 

George . Warburton Fuller, the 
eminent Australian statesman, was 
born in 1861,- at -Bunmore, New 
South Wales, and educated at Kiama 
Public School and St. Andrew's 
College, Sydney University. He be- 
came er barrister aid also entered 
politics, being elected to the N.S.W. 
Parilaiment Jn 1889 and again In 1801. 

Enter Trada Unions 

The elections In the tatter year are 
noteworthy in the history. of N.S.W. 
from the fact that It was then that 
the 'trade unions secured the return 
of 30 Labour members and democratic 
legislation was Innugurated in Aus- 
tralla. The fiscal policy of N.S.W. 
bad been on'Free Trade Hnes, but 
in 1892 a Protectionist tariff! was 
passed, 

At the elections of 1894, Fuller was 
defeated and he remained out of 
netive politics for some years. 
however, the. Commonwealth was 
formed and Its frst Parliament met 
In. March 1901, he was one of the 
members for N.S.W., which state was 
allotted 27 M.P.s out of the 75 con- 
stltuting the House ‘of Representa- 
tives membership belng' based on 
population, : : 

In‘1903 when Joseph Chamberlain 
formed the Tarif? Commission in 
furtherance of .his Tariff. Reform 
campalgn in England, Fuller repre- 
sented the Free Trade interests of 
N.S.W. on it. . 

Acting Premicr 

Returned to the two following 
Federal Parliaments elected at inter- 
vals of three years, Fuller was made 
Minister for Home Affairs in the 
Deakin Liberal Govt, of 1909. At the 
elections of 1910, however, 1 Labour 
majority was returned and Fuller re- 
sumed active interest In state politics.
